The experts on the Soviet 
union are agreed that the Kremlin makes no 
move — either backward or forward— which Is 
not related to that purpose. 

Olten you hear It said that Stalin and his 
Politburo colleagues are "opportunistic," as 
if to suggest that they dJrf not have a fixed 
goal but changed their objectives as circum- 
stances dictated. 

The record ot Soviet history supports the 
notion that the Kremlin Is Indeed opportun- 
istic. But that opportunism does not affect 
MosccWs fundamental purpose. It la con- 
cerned rather with strategy, with method and 
timing. 

This li a hard lesson for the free .world to 
— IcBm-and-have-etlekT-Men-oE-good-wlll-c 
help thinking "maybe they mean It" when 
the Rtisslars propose Bomo new peace parley 
or auggest a comproffiise. Sometimes they do" 
mean It, but not for the reasons they give. 
Whatever they do, It Is-a tactic in an endless 
war on many fronta. 

Communist patience la a corollary of this 
«t«BdraBtne&s. The red leaders do not believe 
that they must advance regularly In all 
places. They atolCRlly accept defeat at times, 
confident that it Is temporary. Devices which 
do not work are scrapped -without evident 
embarrasament. Political withdrawals are 
ejiecuteif without tho silFhtestthought" that 
their cause is ^^ost.

- POOR MARAGON IS "DOOMED" 
No doubt It came as a surprise to many 
Americans to leam that John Maragon, one 
time Kansas City shoeshlne boy who climbed 
to great heights In White House circles, Is 
iitlU at large. 

Back In 1949, It will be recalled, Maragon 
was convicted lor lying to a senate sub- 
committee Investigating "five percenters"— 
those Washington leeches who seek govern- 
ment contracts lor a commission.

Since then the U. N. sanctions committee, eloquently 
Idle all these months, voted a world-wide ban on ship- 
ments of war goods to china. The vote was 14-0 with 
only refractory Esypt abitaiainir. The vote Is only tho 
first step toward Imposing the restriction, but it is 
an encouraging alep that couldn't have been gotten 
throlzgh any U. N. body until very recently.

Fruit Prices Above '50 Lev el 
xpected in Last Half of Year 



WABHINOTON. May II (Special) 
—Prices lor applea. pears, peaohoa 
and itrtwberdss after July i should 
be higher than in IIBO, the depart- 
ment of figrlcullure forecast today. 

The department's tnireau of agrl- 
cullure economics said: 

'With demand stronger In the 
secpnd, bait ol igsi than In the 
second halt at IBSD. grower prices 
for' mort-5 681 -crop -deelduouB tnilta 
may average somewhat tiigher than 
IBSO prices. This assumet that the 
lesi crop will be only slightly larg- 
er than the small ISW crop. 

"During May and June, trower 
prlcu loi most tctih deciduous and 
dtrus fnilta probably . will continue 
somenhal lower than . In . these 
months ol IBSO. mainly because of 
larger supplies. 

"On March 31 cold-atorase hold- 
ings of apples were about 83 per 
cent larger than stocka a year earl- 
ier, while holdings of pears were 
about the same. Orower prices tor 
apples, which have been downward 
since January, may deoltne further 
In May and possibly In June as the 
season for the UJO crop nean the 
end. But prices for pears probably 
will not chanje much. 

"Prospects on April 1 were for a 
1BS1 peach crop In the 10 aouthem 
bIb lea -conllderably- larger th»n-the 
short IDSO crop, which waa reduced 
by severe April freeies. 



'Conditions on April I pointed to 
snath er large crop of itrawberrlea 
in ISai. The early spring crop, 
April, was aboi^t 11 per cent larger 
than the 1850 crop.
